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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3, 6-13 and 15-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither anticipated nor rendered obvious for forming pixel 
electrode in a liquid crystal display that comprises steps having specific features recited 
in claims 1 and 13: 

forming the pixel electrode connected, via the contact hole, to an exposed 
electrode, and the pixel electrode is formed by placing the substrate in a vacuum 
chamber and injecting hydrogen-containing gas at a temperature of less than 400°C, 
wherein the substrate has a temperature between about 50°C and about 150°C when 
forming the pixel electrode, and the substrate temperature being half the temperature of 
the less than about 400°C.
